'uH Xs and le M.n.ging Partner became obligated to liquidate *« busm^ of ^e 
Partnership. Nevertheless, Sheraton has not received any liquidation-related d^butions 
Accordingly, Sheraton rc(n, :sts thai the Partnership and/or the Managmg Partner: (a) 
immediately provide an ..: ounting of the amounts nnd :^nvments due and owmg. or othcnvxse 
attributable, to Sheraton r.'r.ing to the Sal. and/or the dissolution of the Partnership; and (b) pay 
such amounts to Sherato... 
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Second , since the Sale, the Managing Partner has disclosed little, if any, information 
relating to the'partnerslvo. Therefore, pursuant to Section 6.01 of the Agreement. Sheraton 
hereby requests access to \aq books and records of the Partnership for the purpose of inspecting 
and copying documents relating to: (a) (he Sale; (b) the dissolution and subsequent winding-up 
of the Partnership; and (c) the Managing Partner's perfonnance of its duties and conipliance witfl 
its obligations under botli ihc Agreement and applicable common law. In connection with this 
request, please let us kno\v vA^ere the Partnership's books and records are presently located and 
when we may begin our -c-ew of those materials.
